GRADES OF BEEF COMPARED 


| 
By beef is meant the flesh of mature cattle and when the term | 
is used by itself it is generally taken to mean steer beef. Undoubt- ; 
edly, steer beef is one of:.the. most important foods-on the modern | 
table and this kind of meat is an excellent protein, providing the ! 
material needed for building muscle; at: the same time providing a | 
good source of vitamin B, as well as the food fron needed to build 
healthy med blood cells, | 
While cow beef is also sold, it is not considered to be quite as | 
good as steer meat. Cows are raised for reproductive purposes or | 
for milk. Profitable- reproduction ends when the cow is around | 
6 years old, after which she is quickly fattened and sold for meat. | 
This speedy fattening puts the fat on the outside and does not | 
distribute it properly through the. tissues. 
Cow beef contains about 
about 25 per cent. bone, 
of about 85 per cent. | 
of bone. | 
‘ 


Steers: are raised for just one purpose and that is to develop 
good beef meat, often being fed corn or some other special food; 
whereas the ‘cow meat is,sold after fattening cows which no longer 
give a sufficient amount of milk. The. steer is. usually a young 
animal but, the cow is comparatively older, having been a commercial 
milk producer for several years. The meat from cows is therefore 
not as good-for food as it is‘when the animal is raised solely for the ‘| 
purpose of furnishing the best kind of meat. ie, 

Steer. meat is not only desirable fromthe standpoint of having 
a finer flavor-batit ig also, in the end, thescheapest meat as its food 
value in proportibn ‘to its weight is higher than cow meat. The cow | 
meat does not taste as well, being more insipid. The steer meat is | 
more solid and théré’ is léss waste because of the large amount of 
nourishing protein, and the firmness of the flesh. If you are looking 
for food value, then buy the steer meat rather than cow meat. (
